T is announced that Herr Heinrich Conried has induced his 





friends and admirers, mostly of foreign extraction, to 
subscribe a three-million-dollar guarantee fund for a com- 
bined theatre and opera house to be under Herr Conried’s 
management. This is at once a credit to a few citizens of 
New York and a reproach to the broader citizenship of 
America. What Messrs. Conried, Meltzer, Morgenthau, 
Guggenheimer, Speyer and their associates have done for 
Herr Conried’s enterprise with so little apparent effort, reflects sadly 
on the generosity and patriotism of the rich Americans who could 
with equal ease provide the six millions necessary to endow a Na- 
tional Theatre. 

Herr Conried’s new house is to be, in a sense, an annex of the 
Metropolitan Opera House. His announcement states that the new

The facts in the whole matter seem to be these:

obtained for a million dollars, and the gentleman who 
controls it is willing to let it be used for theatrical pur- 
poses at that price. Herr Conried is willing to become director of a 
new opera house and theatre combined, if thirty gentlemen will each 
contribute one hundred thousand dollars to buy the lot and build the 
theatre. That ‘‘a committee of women who are leaders in New York 
society ” will pass upon the rights of these gentlemen to enjoy their own 
property is not thoroughly established. That certain gentlemen of 
Herr Conried’s acquaintance have shown a willingness to aid him in 
his enterprise. That the enterprise, if carried to success, will in no 
sense of the term be America’s National Theatre. 

LIFE, as said before, would like to see evolve from all these contra- 
dictions and misstatements such an institution as Herr Conried plans, 
because New York cannot have too many good theatres conducted 

















with an artistic motive. This, we believe, 
Herr Conried would supply. At the same 
time we would like to see Herr Conried aban- 
don the false pretence that he is embodying 
the National Theatre idea, cut loose from the 
snobbishness of the ‘‘ society ” idea, and make 
his appeal for support on the frankly business 
basis where it belongs.

OME questions cannot be 

settled until they come be- 
fore the public in concrete 
form, and the two perform- 
ances of ‘Mrs. Warren’s 
Profession,” silly as were 
their consequences, were not 
without value if they lead to 
a little more exact thinking 
on the part of police, public and managers be- 
fore action is taken in these delicate matters.

the wisdom of your position. From an 
artistic point of view, I do not think ‘Mrs. 
Warren’s Profession” is a good play. I am 
sure it cannot secure the artistic sympathy 
of an audience. It is much like dramatizing 
an operation for appendicitis! But to call the 
play immoral or indecent is, in my poor 
judgment, absurd and irrational. 

An immoral play is one in which the 
sympathy of an audience is secured for the 
triumph of. some form of social vice; in 
which some bad passion is idealized and 
made attractive. ‘Raffles’? is an immoral 
play. But any man or woman who can be 
attracted to a life of sexual vice by the sordid 
vulgarity of Mrs. Warren, or the speechless 
shame and suffering of her daughter, must be 
abnormally constituted. Nothing in the 
range of dramatic literature can be more 
agonizingly pathetic than the scene between 
that daughter and the titled scoundrel who is 
trying to make her his wife. Stung by her 
bitter reproaches, the scoundrel, rubbing off 
the varnish of social respectability, cries out, 
“Damn you!” andthe tortured girl answers, 
with quivering shame, ‘‘You need not; I 
feel among the damned already!” It sounds 
like the inscription Dante read over the 
mouth of Hell, ““Who enters here leaves hope 
behind”’! 

I know this play has raised the question as 
to the desirability of a dramatic censorship 
in America. I trust that we shall never fol- 
low the example of England. A censorship 
of the drama is no more reasonable or de- 
fensible than a censorship of the press. A 
censor is simply a man who punishes an 
alleged criminal without giving him the right 
of fair trial by judge or jury. Just before he 
was murdered by the bloodhounds of the 
slave power, Lovejoy uttered these words: 
“T claim the right to publish anything I 
please, subject only to the laws of my 
country.”” That should be the maxim of 
every free state. There is no antidote for the 
poison of license except liberty. If a play 
is indecent or immoral, the courts are open 
to those who attack and those who defend it.

The fiction of George Barr McCutcheon has frequently 
had a tendency to be what the musical critics politely refer 
to as ‘‘reminiscent,’’ and once one penetrates beyond the 
elaborate introduction to Vedra, Mr. McCutcheon’s new 
story of adventurous shipwreck on the Pacific, the story’s 
most striking feature is a recurrent sense of familiarity. 
With the respective exceptions of Brewster's Millions and 
The Sherrods, Nedra is McCutcheon’s most artificial and 
least entertaining story. 


Alice Brown’s novel, Paradise, is the first of her longer 
writings to deal with the local eccentricities which have

inspired most of her short stories, and it is, in consequence, 
less broad in its grasp of life than J/argaret Warrener. 
Moreover, the way in which the underlying idea of the 
struggle between a wavering faith and the surviving New 
England conscience is suggested, but never brought 
frankly to focus, makes the book more of an attractive 
study than of a virile fiction. But its attractiveness is 
undeniable and it contains more than one character that 
one is likely to keep laughingly and sympathetically among 
one’s memories. 


Robert W. Chambers has published, under the title of 
The Reckoning, another romance of the Revolutionary 
struggle, treating of social life in New York City during 
the later days of Clinton’s occupation and of the politics 
and policies of the Long House in the upper part of the 
State. The story is told with the author’s characteristic 
verve and tinged with the glowing colors with which his 
enthusiasm has ever decorated the past, but the Revolu- 
tionary field has born so many crops of romance, that even 
Mr. Chambers cannot disguise the exhaustion of the soil. 


Justin Miles Forman in his little story, 7he /sland cf 
Enchantment, drawn from the annals of the moribund 
Venice of the fourteenth century, strikes with his accus- 
tomed sureness the note of fundamental passion and 
unspoiled sentiment, a note but for which the episodic tale, 
sufficiently trite in outline, would be tawdry and outworn, 
yet whose presence gives to at least two of its scenes some- 
thing of the appeal of the great simplicities. 


Ben Blair, by Will Lillibridge, is a new Western story 
by a Western writer. It is a story of South Dakota and 
New York; a big-hearted, wholesome picture of elemental 
life in the open, and an amusingly crude and unsubtle ar- 
raignment of the contrasting effeteness of ‘‘ civilization ”’ ; 
a story typically ‘‘ Western,”’ in that it is strongly marked 
by both the breadth and the narrowness, the virtues and the 
shortcomings, traditionally ascribed to that fabled regicn, 
which now, like the horizon, no man may find, though he
